It su rmou nts the Sierras at 
Donner Su mmit at an altitu de 
of 7 ,135 feet and connects Reno, 
Nev ada, and Sacramento. 
Throu gh drifts 15 to 25 feet 
deep the rotaries bored to op en 
a p assage on U. S. 40. Motor 
cars p assed throu gh what look ed 
lik e a tu nnel, with snow bank s 
on each side sev eral times as 
high as a car.

ment officials estimated it costs 
$500 a day for the great rotaries 
to force throu gh the heav y ice 
and snow p ack s.

Missou la, Mont: (A.P.)—It cost 
Uncle Sam an av erage of $1,211 
to combat each of the 1,587 for­ 
est fires which brok e ou t in west­ 
ern Montana and northern Id a­ 
ho d u ring 1931. 
While this was the highest av ­ 
erage cost in the fou r worst fire 
seasons since 1919, figu res at for­ 
est serv ice head q u arters here re­ 
v eal the av erage size of each 
fire has been red u ced stead ily 
from 67 0 acres in 1919 to 89 ac­ 
res in 1931. 
A comp arison of the total 
nu mber of fires in 1919 and 1931 
with the acreage they cov ered 
shows how mod ernized fire-fight­ 
ing method s hav e check ed the 
red d emon. In 1919, 2,258 fires 
bu rned ov er 1,329,27 6 acres, while 
the 1,587 blazes of last y ear cov ­ 
ered 124,556 acres.

Motorists hav e become careless in observ ing all 
forms of traffic laws.

Most motor­ 
ists fail to heed any of these traffic signs, ex cept 
the one at Main and Third streets. 
It is a sad thing to think that a life has to be 
lost before a realization of the situ ation can be 
made forcefu l. 
Ru shv ille has a traffc ordinance that wou ld do 
ju stice to the city of Philadelphia, y et u nless po­ 
lice make an effort to enforce safety prov isions, 
cu rb speeding and other nu merou s v iolations 
which threaten hu m an life, the careless attitu de 
of motorists will continu e. 
Driv ing past “Stop” signs that gu ard preferred 
streets, is only one of the infractions. 
Seriou s 
accidents at Sev enth and Main, where a “Stop- 
and-Go” signal is ignored as mu ch as it is obey ­ 
ed, hav e been frequ ently av erted on this corner. 
It is time to check u p on some of these m at­ 
ters before another fatal or seriou s accident 
occu rs.

THE TRAIL OF THE SUN. 
How geologists can follow the tracks of the 
su n and tell the time, y ear by y ear, in geological 
ages — so ancient that ev en by millions of y ears 
they are hard to cou nt — is ex plained by Baron 
Gerard de Geer, famou s Swedish geologist. 
Not far from Stockholm there are some re­ 
markable beds of clay , regu larly arranged in al­ 
ternating bands of sand and clay . 
These tu rn 
ou t to be the lay ers deposited by the melting 
glaciers of the ice age, each one laid down in the 
spring and su mmer when the su n was hottest. 
And as there was a freezeu p each winter and 
melting each su mmer, the lay ers become almost 
as accu rate an index to the antiqu ity of the ice 
age as the annu al rings of a tree are to the age 
of the tree. 
Moreov er, the same sy stem of measu ring 
geological time has now been ex tended ov er all 
Scandanav ia, and parts of India and Sou th 
America. Ev ery where the lay ers appear to cor­ 
respond so closely in the v ariations of their 
thickness, y ear by y ear, th at there seems no dou bt 
they were iaid down in corresponding y ears.

COOLIDGE SPEAKS 
(Chicago Jou rnal of Commerce) 
There is something in Mr. 
Coolidge’s jou rnalistic u tteranc­ 
es th at reminds one of the mu si­ 
cal comedy bu rlesqu e song of the 
late Garrick Gay eties—“It may 
rain if the skies are gray .” In 
speaking the obv iou s in an ob­ 
v iou s m anner his remarks abou t 
the cau se of the depression, in 
the cu rrent American Magazine, 
are not ex ceptional to his ru le. 
He say s th at we are su ffering 
from something th at all classes 
of ou r people hav e cau sed, that 
there hav e been elements of 
greed and selfishness of a gen­ 
eral natu re, bu t th at no one can 
pu t a finger on any particu lar in­ 
div idu al or grou p and lay the 
blame there. He defends the 
banks as institu tions. We all hav e 
been told time after time all 
th at he say s, and we all defend 
the banks as institu tions and be­ 
liev e th at they are “an absolu te 
necessity for the transaction of 
bu siness” and th at “if all the 
people attem pted to draw their 
money from the tanks, all com­ 
merce wou ld be redu ced to bar­ 
ter, and u niv ersal bankru ptcy 
prev ail.” 
Bu t he does say : 
“Those who are engaged in 
hoarding cu rrency are probably 
no safer as a class than those 
who keep their fu nds in the 
banks. They are inju ring them ­ 
selv es and ev ery body else. They 
are in a position of not taking 
their part of the risks of life and 
are try ing to make themselv es 
safe by letting others carry their 
risks for them.*’ 
France is an ex ample to the 
point. Despite that nation’s ood­ 
les of gold, its people hav e so 
little confidence in the stability 
of their gov ernment that they 
are repu ted to be hoarding to the 
limit. They do not bu y gold coins, 
becau se they are afraid of the 
ratio of gold in the coin. They 
are bu y ing bu llion—gold bricks— 
despite the fact th at these do not 
fit in the traditional stocking. 
Bu t if things in France came to 
the worst what cou ld the hoard­ 
ers do with a gold brick? If 
France, with its great stock of 
gold, went off the standard, what 
good wou ld gold be? And wou ld 
they saw off slices for a loaf of 
bread?
